Americans Now In Action Are 
Fit, Husky, and Hardened

13—America's 
Brea! armies now in France are. not 
to he used by Gen. Foch for defensive 
fighting, but are being held back for 
offensive operations when the allies’ 
generalissimo decides the time 
has 
come for major operations against von 
Hindenburg. 
The fact that the rapidly increasing 
overseas strength of the Americans is 
not accompanied by enlargement of 
American sectors 
in 
Picardy 
and 
Flanders 
undoubtedly 
means 
that 
General Foch wants American partici­ 
pation during the present period 
of 
lighting to be on a 
strictly 
limited 
scale and chiefly for its moral effect. 
This attitude of Gen. Foch demon­ 
strates that he believes the defensive 
powers of the Anglo-French forces are 
sufficient to prevent the Germans from 
doing any serious damage along the 
west front. 
The Americans, 
there­ 
fore, according to Foch’s plan, are not 
to be thrown away by engaging in the 
negative work 
of 
holding 
present 
positions, but are to have the honor 
of delivering the next positive blow 
for democracy against the 
kaiser’s 
forces. 
It is certain that General Foch will 
not be tempted to use the Americans 
in a great offensive until American 
man power in France has reached its 
full strength. General Foch has shown 
highly unusual qualities of patience 
and avoidance of temptation, he can 
be trusted, therefore, not to 
waste 
America's strength in a series of sec­ 
ondary offensives. 
It is increasingly unlikely that this 
plow will fall on the Germans in Pic­ 
ardy or Flanders. The Lorraine front 
continues to (jffer the greater possi­ 
bilities of success. 
The capture of 
Metz may represent the first great 
victory of the United States in Eu­ 
rope. 
The retention by the Ameri­ 
cans of their trench positions in east­ 
ern France strongly 
suggests 
that 
Foch is relying on 
Gen. 
Pershing’s 
men for major ouerations in that di­ 
rection.

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY IN 
THE FIELD, April IR (By mall)—A 
huskier, better fit body of Americans 
probably never went into a fight than 
those who threw America’s 
weight 
into the Picardy battle line. 
Hardened first by months of train­ 
ing and then seasoned by a long turn 
in the trenches, these American fight­ 
ers were ready and 
“spoiling” 
for 
some real action. 
Officers and men 
alike realized they 
were 
going 
up 
against a harder, game than they had 
ever known, but they were anxious to 
get at it. 
If America’s first contribution in a 
fighting unit in the greatest battle of 
nations was to be a 
sacrifice, 
they 
were ready. But they thought only of 
success. 
From the time the order came that 
brought them out of the trenches and 
sent them marching and riding over 
the roads to Picardy, to the time they 
swung into the fight, their “pep” and 
fighting spirit increased. They swung 
along the muddy roads or 
Lorraine 
with a song. 
You 
first 
saw 
them 
smeared with the mud of the trenches, 
their puttees torn by wire. Then they 
“brushed up.” 
The second diy out 
they were as fresh as daisies. 
Rain 
fell almost 
constantly 
during 
the 
movement. 
It was cold 
and 
damp 
when there wasn't a downpour. 
But 
the doughboy put on his tin hat to 
shield his face from the rain in lieu 
cf his broad campaign hat and joked 
and sang his way along. 
Train after train poured 
through 
villages bearing the Americans. There 
were boys squatting under huge guns 
mounted on fiat cars trying to keep 
dry, but smiling. The face of a horse 
and the grinning face of a doughboy 
would be poked from the small win­ 
dow of a freight car at the same time. 
For two days and nights these trains 
rolled and bumped their way toward 
Picardy. 
It was a hard trip. 
But 
it didn’t 
fease the 
American 
fighters. 
They 
jumped out of their cars with a whoop. 
Packs were swung into place. 
Com­ 
panies, battalions, regiments fell In. 
And with the railroad trip under their 
belt, they proceeded to hike twenty, 
twenty-five or thirty miles 
without 
turning a hair.

In 
the same period of 1917 industrial ex* 
punsion carried new capital issues of 
more than $285,000,000. 
The curtail­ 
ment in this class was about $31,000,- 
000. 
Twenty municipal projects have 
been abandoned until after the war 
as a result of the committee’s work. 
Its disapproval of “unnecesary in­ 
creases In municipal debts” cut the 
actual issues to $41,000,000 for the 
last five months. 
Compared to this 
figure was the sale of more than 
$105,000,000 last year.

MORE AND BETTER GEOGRAPHY 


An Iowa paper suggests editorially that physical and 
commercial geography ought to be more generally taught 
in our public schools.

high school. 
Our general ignorance of geography Is indicated, says 
the Iowa editorial writer, by the fact that men and 
women cannot from memory co-ordinate locations in con­ 
nection with the European war.

the western front, but they are easily lost when they 
try to follow movements in some of the more remote 
scenes of the world war. 
He suggests, too, that people 
who knew their geography better wouldn't be so easily 
duped by exploiters of wild railroad and realty booms 
here at home. 
Ifs encouraging to note that geography methods 
have changed much of late. 
Nowadays pupils learn why 
a great waterway Is commercially important, why big 
industrial and railroad centers are located near coal and 
iron mining regions. 
Climate and soil and agricultural 
belts are understood in their relation to each other. 
A 
pupil learns to trace a bushel of wheat trom the farm 
country where it is raised to its final destination. 
He 
follows the ore or the coal from the mines to the factory 
and then on around the world wherever the completed 
product goes. 
And tile towns and rivers fall into the 
general scheme of things quite naturally and inevitably. 
He learns their location and importance without memor­ 
izing long lists of meaningless names. 
There’s no harm in teaching geography beyond the 
grammar grades. 
But what is taught there is going tc 
be remembered better and be of more value if it is 
taught right. 


KILLING OFF THE AGED

atisfaction over the oldage mortality figures. 
It hap 
ens that in the past year the deaths of men and women

have amounted to about three-quarters of a mil- 
on more than usual. And this incredible doctor declares 
hat Germany is “glad of it,’’ because “it shows that the 
(erman power is increasing.” 
To understand that remark it is necessary to know 
:iat iii distributing food and other necessaries the Her 
tan government deliberately discriminates against men 
nd women past the age of military usefulness. The sol 
iers are well fed. The war workers come next. 
Then 
ie children's wants are supplied. 
The aged and the 
elpless have to take what is left. 
But even that little 
i grudged them. 
And so the conscienceless German 
ate and its loyal servant rejoice when they die off. 
'axing fewer mouths to feed. 
Ancient Sparta used to kill all Hie babies that war-* 
>t physically perfect and obviously destined to make 
Hod fighting material. 
She would put them out in the 
oods to starve or lie devoured by animals 
The modern 
narta, as Germany likes to consider herself, doesn’t do 
at exactly; but she kills off the aged by a process just 
tout as humane. 


THE PEACE OFFENSIVE 


The German peace offensive seems to have been 
nipped in the bud by the refusal of either Allies or 
neutrals to take it seriously. 
And that is an excellent 
thing for the allied cause. 
For there can be little doubt 
in the mind of any intelligent observer that the whole 
thing was, and Is, an insolent bluff. 
There is no evidence that Germany at this time 
wants to make peace even on the familiar Prussian prin 
ciple, “Let me keep part of what I've stolen, forget my 
crimes, and I'll stop fighting.” 
There is no reason to 
believe that the German government today is in any 
mood to suggest seriously the terms supposed to have 
been offered through a Dutch intermediary at London. 
The robber band is not likely at this time to give up 
Belgium and northern France or to consider the sur­ 
render of any part of Alsace-Lorraine or to submit the 
Balkan problem to the decision of an honest international 
council. 
The German militarists are not through with their 
great military offensive on the western front. 
And the 
peace drive was evidently intended as a part of the 
military drive. 
Leading war experts agree that this peace move 
was meant to weaken the Allies by putting them off 
their guard, slowing up their preparations for continued 
resistance and weakening the morale of the civilian pop­ 
ulation#. 
Such a result would certainly be attained if 
th* allied nations, and the neutrals along with them,

In how many fundamental ways the world will be 
remodeled by the war, no wise man will now undertake 
to say. 
But that men in Christian lands will be thinking 
in new terms after the war, is to "be expected. 
The millions of soldiers who have faced death, who 
have eaten, drunk, slept and chummed with death for 
years in trench and field, who have been in the business 
of killing, and above all of offering their lives freely for 
others—these men, or such of them as think clearly, will 
not thereafter be content with the trifles that before 
amused them, nor with the conventionalities that once 
looked important. 
These men on coming home may be 
expected to shift any shiftable thing in the social struc­ 
ture. 
And no great institution will be more severely put 
to the test by them than the Christian church. Any part 
of that structure that has been built of conventionalities 
or sentimentalities, or of anything not elemental to life, 
will be severely shaken, if not thrown down. 
In the fire 
of a world war like this, only the gold in a life philos­ 
ophy will remain unconsumed. 
In the recent publication, The Church in the Fur­ 
nace, a collection of essays by Church of England tutn 
inters in war service, Rev. F. R. Barry, of England,’says: 
We cannot placidly go back to conventional Chris­ 
tianity, the religion of respectability and anxious avoid­ 
ance of small faults. 
No padre certainly, and probably 
no mail can find rest for his soul in the religion of 
parochial activities. 
We must have a faith that is 
elemental, simple, majestic and compelling. 
I am quite 
prepared to see such large developments in the coming 
form of Christianity that the religion of our sons and 
grandsons would seem to be almost another faith, if it 
were witnessed by our grandfathers. 
it is already clear that the thinking soldier in camp 
and field is not religiously interested except in those 
few fundamentals that relate to himself, his fellow' and 
his God. .T o these things he will listen with the greatest 
interest. 
The rest he throws away, just as he throws 
away the pleasant impedimenta of home when he packs 
his kit for light marching. 


Men of vision are preparing for this readjustment of 
faith and doctrine after the war. 
Whether this change 
will bring about a winnowing of creeds, or a union of 
sects, or both, It will have to have within It the vital 
fire of love toward God and good will toward men, lf it 
is to draw and keep the men who have stood in battle, 
stripped of self, and eye to eye with real life and death.

Dairy Products Supply 


Sugar is one of the scarce articles 
of foodstuffs wdiose control has been 
taken over by the federal food admin­ 
istration, and now the administrators 
in this part of the state are engaged in 
putting the various uses of sugar on 
the 
“essential” 
or 
“non-essential'' 
lists, for u|x>n this classification will 
future supplies of sugar depend. “Es­ 
sential’’ uses will be allowed the re­ 
quired amont of sugar, while the “non- 
essential” uses will be alleged w hat is 
left, probably a small 
per 
cent of 
what has been used in former years. 
Ice cream was put on the “essential” 
list yesterday at a meeting of food ad­ 
ministrators 
held 
in 
Los 
Angeles 
which was attended by C. S. Crook- 
shank, food administrator for Orange 
county. 
The reason for classing ice 
cream as an essential, it is stated, is 
that this dish is a food rather than a 
beverage or confection, arid ice cream 
allows a marketing of surplus dairy 
milk during the summer months and 
tints prevents any diminution of herds 
because of small demand. 
Explaining the latter and more im­ 
portant phase of the decision, Sayre 
MaeNeil, chairman of food distribution 
for the state, said this 
“The action is one to protect the av­ 
erage dairyman against himself and 
to conserve the Hilly supply. By allow­ 
ing lee cream makers to use sugar, we 
take care of Hie summer milk surplus 
Otherwise, many shortsighted dairy­ 
men might butcher their animals with­ 
out seeing the great demand which 
conies with winter.” 
Definite announcement of the com­ 
piled regulations on sugar will be giv­ 
en out soon, it was promised today by 
Food Administrator Crookshank. The 
conference yesterday discussed chief­ 
ly the best way to approach further 
sugar regulation. 
Use of sugar by manufacturers of 
non-essential products—soda pop, can­ 
dies, etc.- is to be 
restricted 
even 
more than at present. Those who en­ 
tered the business after April I are to 
be allowed no sugar whatever. 
In putting ice cream and products 
of it in tile essentials, it was decided 
that sherbets and ices should go in the 
non essentials.

“Brazil will follow the course of the 
United States to the end of the war. 
The change of administration will not 
alter our policy of backing up the lead­ 
ership of the United States in the most 
friendly and genuine way.” 
Tile speaker 
was 
President-Elect 
Roar!go ex Alves, who will return to 
the presidential chair of Brazil for the 
second time on November 15. 
In a 
most convincing manner and without 
equivocation, the next chief executive 
in an interview Thursday, the first he 
has given since his election, outlined 
his war policy about which speculation 
has been rife. 
Before making his statement, the 
president-elect read very carefully the 
original copy of President Wilson’s let­ 
ter of January 16 to the United Press 
in which lie outlined the aims of the 
United States. 
Speaking slowly and 
seriously, he said: 
“The sentiment expressed in this let­ 
ter is worthy of the best traditions of 
the United States 
It carries the same 
conviction which has made the recog­ 
nized spokesman of the allies a man 
whose genius was not suspected before 
the war crisis. 
The attention drawn 
by his commanding style and unques­ 
tionable sincerity, based on 
extreme 
prudence and patience before action, 
has enabled him to carry South Amer­ 
ican thinkers along with him in senti­ 
ment. if not always in action. 
The 
self-abnegation of the United States in 
offering themselves as sacrifices in the 
war and in abandoning the pursuits of 
peace without selfish individual am­ 
bitions and without a single objective 
which is not guaranteed to all peoples, 
has given President Wilson unprece­ 
dented moral authority and has raised 
the United States in universal estima­ 
tion to a jmsition from which it can ac­ 
complish the absolute solidarity of the 
democracies of the 
western 
hemis­ 
phere without inciting 
the slightest 
envy or suspicion. 
“The unanimity of support the Unit­ 
ed States is giving to President Wil­ 
son coupled with his own faithfulness 
to democratic fundamentals 
has 
un­ 
precedentedly strengthened the possi 
bilities of his benign activities. 
It 
has eliminated in Brazil, as in the rest 
of the world, the latent prejudice that 
tile United States is oi>en to suspicion 
of selfishness. 
“Tho course of the United 
States 
during the war crisis stirs my personal 
pride that, during my previous admin­ 
istration from 1903 to 1906, with Senor 
Bio Branca as foreign secretary, we 
gave much attention to promoting the 
closest relationship with the United 
States. 
By raising our 
Washington 
legation to the rank of an embassy 
aud promoting the second Pan-Ameri­ 
can congress we so manifested our 
regard that Brazil was honored with 
a visit from that other great states­ 
man, Klihu Boot. who, like President 
Wilson, greatly advanced South Amer­ 
ican understanding and appreciation 
of the high purpose 
of

States.

same iiolicy will be followed during 
my second administration.

The 
avalanche of refugees 
that 
swept into Paris from the north of 
France had been the despair of the 
civil 
authorities. 
These 
homeless, 
stunned people were a new responsi­ 
bility to be added to the thousands of 
wounded men that came steadily from 
the shambles of the west front. 
Paris is an old city. 
It was not 
ready to take in its neighbors’ chil­ 
dren. 
Its population was already a 
tight fit. 
So it made the best of its 
poor hospitality by offering up its gar­ 
ret*. New building construction seem­ 
ed impossible. 
Mi n were scarce. The 
mechanic was either manning the 
trenchJS or fighting the fight in the 
war factories. Paris was distracted. 
It Is wonderful indeed how nobly 
Pari* tried to meet this condition. 
And it is remarkable how Faris met it 
with the aid of our own Red Cross. 
Unhampered by red tape or precedent, 
our Red Cross put on overalls and 
Jumper, carried the hod, became archi­ 
tect, engineer and contractor and went 
info the building of homes. Here was 
a church lot that lay vacant; here an 
unfinished hospital; there a worn out 


building, all of which In a fortnight 
were started on their way toward new 
apartments, rooms and sleeping wards. 
We here at home who associate the 
great Red Cross movement with band- 
ages and white gowned nurses must 
lose this old illusion in tile light of a 
thousand other works for humanity. 
Iii this case we see the Red Cross 
first o b diplomats convincing the civil 
authorities of Paris as to their ability 
to remedy 
the situation, then 
as 
architects remodeling buildings, chang­ 
ing building plnns, hiring labor gath­ 
ered by themselves from tile ex-sol­ 
diery and tile older man, all the while 
working under every imaginable hand­ 
icap, while Father Time cried, "Get it 
done, get it done.” 
So out of the garrets came these de­ 
spairing people to find new hope in 
clean homes, to get new cheer out of 
sheer bodily comfort and fresh cour­ 
age to again take up tine great trust 
that France has kept so well—“to car­ 
ry on." 
It is not strange that our 
French brothers believe in your own 
Red Cross just a little more than you 
do. But should this be? 


My Dear One—I’m writing this very, 
very small and on the thinnest of pa­ 
per, so that tightly folded It may slip 
into one of the olive drab pockets of 
your new uniform without encroaching 
for the tiniest purt of an itch upon all 
the new things that you must have 
there—the passports and Identifica­ 
tion slips and photograph, the knife 
and pen and writing pad, the lists 
and numbers and names and ciphers, 
the address book aud the thin manual 
you have been studying so bard and 
the slim little Bible, far tots latter is 
a part of your equipment, tea, ar nt 
least I like to think that It la 
I'm going to tell you la It fnat ane 
or two of the things w e ’v a bean try­ 
ing not to say in these last day*. You’ve 
said to yourself, haven't yon, that 
there were possibilities that I, thank 
God, 
hadn't 
seemed ta 
think 
of. 
You’ve marvelled gratefully, haven’t 
you, that I could say goodby with 
dry eyes and talk about what we 
should do when the war ta over. My 
dear, there la nothing—aathing—that 
can happen to you that I haven’t fore­ 
seen In every detail since May, since 
the very beginning of It all. 
I know 
that some of our mdh are not going to 
come back. 
I know—aa I write this 
in the room you love—that your fin­ 
gers may fumble for this little piece 
of paper in some dreadful hour, a 
month or two months or six months 
from now, Just to read it over once 
more for the last time, Just to feel 
in your fingers out there in a shell 
lighted battlefield something that I 
have touched—for goodbye. 
And thinking of all this for almost 
a year while you’ve been getting 
really to go I’ve been getting ready to 


stay. Just aa you planned I planned, 
and I said to myself: MWh#n th* tlasa 
comes for us to part I Amil make blas 
a promiae.” 
Dear one, thia la my 
promise, and I make U for tb* term 
of your own—“for the duration of the 
present war.” 
I promise you that while yen are 
awny, whether It la a— tbs ar years, 
nothing except what I can give yon 
and give ail the othaiB akan fill my 
Ufa. 
I promise you that I ahull de­ 
vote myaeif, here In aafaty, ta the 
work of making what you do easier 
and stronger and safer for you. 
I 
promise you that I shall give—and 
give and give—for the Cautel 
Not 
the money I can spare, not the time 
I have left when everything else Is 
done, but all the money, all the time, 
all the energy I have! 
Your whole life haa been altered, 
has been set to sterner and gruver 
music. 
So shall mine be. 
You will 
know self denial, privation and fatigue 
while the war lasts. 
So shall I know 
them. Even lf black news comes, even 
if the blackest comes, I shall remem­ 
ber that against your brave heart this 
promise bs resting, aud I Shall go ou. 
And while there is one asea among our 
million and antony the millions of our 
allies who needs clothing and nursing 
and comfort« and solnea far your sake 
I shall not fall him. 
Perhaps in God’s goodness this note 
will come safely bach ta ma la the 
olive drab pocket, and wa will smile 
over It together. But, remember, until 
that honr comes I shall be always busy 
filling my own small place In the great 
machine of mercy and na truly under 
the colors over here as you are over 
there. God bless you I

I often wonder bow many of 
them think—tee clearly, I mean, Pith 
the flashing Inner eye of Imagination— 
that every one of the pads, tampons, 
applicators and “four-by-fonrs” they 
make there by the thousand Is to touch 
a wound in tho body, bead or face of 
ono of our American boys. 


A Garden In Franco. 


The difficulty la we can't think It 
Not quite. 
We still, any evening In 
the post office or Richardson's drug 
store, speak casually of thia world 
crush as “a” or “the” war. 
Aa lf It 
were just a war! 
We can’t think 
that 
we 
are 
fighting 
oot 
merely 
an army, not merely a people, but 
a concept that bas colored and con­ 
quered the mind of a people and tb it 
la deliberately designed to color and 
conquer the mind of the world. 
I think often of a garden in Franco. 
Outside our casement was a round 
fountain with a stone coping. 
Th* 
girls from the little school next door 
played their singing games out there— 
"Sur Is pent d'AvlgnOn" and "Ahi 
mon beau Chateau.” Tho tennis court 
beyond the hedge was gravel, with 
lines marked by red tiles sunk edge­ 
wise into the ground. 
Sometimes a 
ball fell against one of the tiles and 
bounced backward. Tbs path that di­ 
vided the court from the vegetable 
patch was shaded by apple trees train­ 
ed Uke vines over a long trellis Tho 
other fruit trees were trained Sat 
against the north wall, so that each 
apple and pear caught the tun full and 
reddened there. 
From our casement, too, we looked 
out over fountain and hedge to the 
gray old city spread beneath us Uke 
a relief map, the huge buff-gray cathe­ 
dral with Its Incredibly beautiful rose 
window and its twin towers dominat­ 
ing city and countryside. 
There was 
always a scaffolding about ono tower, 
a reminder perhaps that you can hard­ 
ly expect such a structure to bo com­ 
pleted within a mere 700 years. It Is 
an age old growth, that cathedral, a 
flowering of the spirit of a race that 
lives, toils and worships beauty. 
Tbs Cathedral Still Stand* 
The Germans haven't reached my 
garden y et Not, that la, ta this war. 
They were there in '7L Nor have they 
reached the cathedral Not y e t Tho 
way lies through Parts and Otiose*. 
. . . I dose my eyes and try fee Im­ 
agine it—tbs old city down thoro a 
smoking ruin, the cathedral goes, the 
souls and bodies of those little staging 
girls I used to know destroyed bf Ger­ 
man soldiers. . . . That win — aa. 
it it happens, that Franco I— totted. 
It will not happen, I think. Oar Bays 
will bo standing directly Ut tim way. 
They are going to try to stop tho Ger­ 
mans with their bodies. 
And so I think again of the Red 
Cross rooms on Main street, where 
tho flag flies that I see every day. 
We must light to tho death either 
over there or here. I, who am toe eld 
for the front line, must s t least help 
to protect that old cathedral or I shall 
find myself fighting to protect aor 
Main street 
But what Uttte I can do moat Bo 
done through the Rod Cross. I a— t 
think of those wounds, of somebody 
from home lying out thoro In No Maa’s 
Land. 
It la something that the Red 
Cross will be there, everywhere, with 
stretchers and first ald and ambu­ 
lances and evacuation hospitals and 
bass hospitals I must think, too, that 
tho Red Cross Is trying to reconstruct, 
now, a broken people. 
I mast think of tho cost of sU 
tho heavy.
